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What to Sow 
this October 


by Prof. George Dungan 
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Try Small Grains; Maybe Alfalfa* 


Au your seedings in Oc- 
tober are made with next year’s harvest 
in mind. Fall sown crops must not only 
be resistant to the hardships of winter, 
but they must be benefited by exposure 
to cold and by having a long growing 
period. Otherwise, you would sow the 
same crop in the spring and thus avoid 
the hazards of winter. 

Wheat, rye, barley and oats—the 
small grains—all have fall and spring 
varieties. But with every one of them 
the fall-seeded version is distinctly high- 
er yielding than its spring counterpart. 
Winter wheat, if it survives the winter, 
will yield one-third more than early 
sown spring wheat, indeed twice as 
much as spring wheat sown too late. 

The contrast between fall and 
spring rye is even more striking in fa- 
vor of the fall types. The same is true 
of barley and oats, except that the fall 
seeded varieties are much less winter 
hardy than the winter rye and wheat. 


Tillering Thickens the Stand 


Fall sowing gives the plants plenty 
of time to stool. Stooling or tillering 
adjusts the number of stems to the pro 
ductivity of the soil. On very poor soils 
tillering may be nil. On highly produc- 
tive fields tillering thickens the stand 
where the population is a little under 
par. This boosts the yield a great deal 

Another advantage of fall seeding 
of small grain is that it enables the 
plants to start their growth in the spring 
just as soon as conditions permit. Cool 
weather favors deep rooting. A prompt 
start in the spring tends to bring ma- 
turity ahead of the heat and drought of 
mid-summer. 

To get the full benefit of fall sow- 
ing the plants must start their growth 
at the right time. Oct. Ist is the correct 
date for sowing wheat in the northern 
half of Illinois and Indiana and the 
northern two-thirds of Ohio. To get the

Plants have considerable work to 
do before winter sets in and need con- 
siderable time. They must develop a 
deep, well-branched system; pro- 
duce a crown and a quota of fall tillers; 
fill the crown with a goodly supply 
of food reserves; and cold-proof the pro- 
toplasm in their Food in the 
crown is needed to produce a crop of 


root 


tissues. 


new roots next spring and also to enable 
prompt resumption of tiller and main 
stem growth. 


Cold-proofed Plants Survive 


When plants are caught by winter 
before they have completed their fall 
work they are greatly handicapped. Since 
their protoplasm is not hardened to re 
sist freezing, the tissues may be killed 
outright. With less than a full comple 
ment of roots the damage from heaving 
is likely to be great; and with a low 
quantity of food reserves in the crown, 
complete recovery from winter injury is 
not possible. 

Extremely late seeding is often bet- 
ter than moderately late seeding. I knew 
a farmer who sowed 60 acres of wheat 
in the days of horse farming. He started 
at the right ume, but rainy 
with only short periods favorable for 
field work strung out his seeding. It 
was early December before his field was 
finished. He had good wheat on the 
side where he started sowing, fairly good 
wheat on the side where he finished, but 
a very poor crop in the middle of the 
field. 

If seeding is so late that your seed- 
lings do not emerge above the ground, 
fall survival is usually very good. In 
the first place, the earth surrounding the 
little plants protects them from the cold, 
and in the place, the reserves 
contained in the seed can be drawn upon 
for the up-surge of growth so impor- 
tant in the early spring. The biggest 
handicap of extremely late sown wheat 
is the lack of fall tillering. If seeding 
rate is high this may not make much 
difference in yield.

When 900 Meatype barrows of 11 
breeds, judged by a packer, a breeder 
and a college herdsman, open the 1956 
demonstration by farmers themselves 
that they are ready and able to produce 
lean pork worth more money, you've 
got something of real economic import. 
The progressive Hampshires land the 
grand championships, but not without 
constant close competition. A 4-H Club 
boy, John Brubaker, down in Montgom- 
ery has the top barrow on foot. Asked 
where he got that pig, John said he 
raised it from a litter out of a sow he 
paid $54 for. But she was sired by King 
Edward, sir, the Ist P.R. boar. Then 
Dean Snyder himself brings in another 
son of a King Edward sow that weighed 
210 Ibs. on foot to win the carcass hog 
contest, proving it on the hooks by dress- 
ing 73.3% and measuring 31.6 in. from 
the aitch-bone to the front of the Ist rib.

Younc Stock-Farmer, do 
not give up. If, armed with the facts 
and figures of your farming operations 
you tried to get credit from your own 
bank or Production Credit Association 
and have been turned down, go to 
your Farmers Home Administration of 
fice. Just as we have the names and ad- 
dresses of 489 PCA managers, we have 
the names and office addresses of 1500 
FHA supervisors. But ask your county 
agent. There is an FHA office in your 
county or the adjoining one. 

The new law provides broader au- 
thority to assist family-type farmers. Also 
if you have a part-time job and are 
still a good farmer, you can get a loan

|creased advance for operating loans. 


All of the present services of FHA 
—loans for the operation, development 
and purchase of family farms, housing, 
soil and water conservation, and to meet 
emergency credit needs—will continue. 
The loans to refinance existing debts 
will be available until June 30, 1959, 
to owners of farms no larger than fam- 
ily-size. These loans will help farmers 
who have adequate real estate security 
and who are otherwise in a sound posi 
tion, but who are unable to meet their 
present credit obligations 

When debts are refinanced by FHA 
the payments will be scheduled accord- 
ing to the ability of the borrower to 


| repay. Nation-wide, the agency will be 


able to advance on an insured basis up 
to $50,000,000 a year for this purpose. 
Insured loans are made by FHA from 
funds provided by private lenders. The 
loans bear 314% interest plus a 1% in- 
surance charge. 

Initial operating loans under the 
new law were raised from $7,000 to 
$10,000 to one borrower. The operating 
loans are used for the purchase of live- 
stock, equipment, fertilizer, seed and 


| other farm and home operating expenses 
| needed to carry out efficient farming 





operations on family-type farms and are 
repayable over periods up to 7 years 
The interest rate remains at 5%. $180 
million has been appropriated for oper 
ating loans during 1957. The increase 
in the maximum limits will serve farm- 
ers where heavy investments in machin- 
ery, livestock and farm operating ex- 
penses are necessary. 

Under the former law no new credit 
could be extended to borrowers who 
have been continuously indebted for 
years. The new law increases this from 
7 to 10 years in hardship cases. 

Loans will also be available for 
operating and developing less than fam- 
ily-type farms, if the applicants are es- 
tablished, bona-fide farmers who have 


| historically resided on farms and de- 


| pended on farm income for their liveli- 


hood, who are conducting substantial 


| farming operations and spending a ma 


jor portion of their time farming. This 
is designed to help farmers who live 
in areas designated for the Rural De- 
velopment Program, who are unable to 
obtain enough land to develop full- 
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time farms. Loans for operating expenses 
will be repayable over periods up to 
years at 5%. Loans for farm real es- 
tate development will bear 412% interest 
and be repayable up to 40 years. 

The new act also extends until June 
30, 1959, the authority for special 
loans, and increases from 
$15,000,000 to $65,000,000 the total 
amount that can be advanced. All of 
the new FHA loans will be made only 
to applicants who are unable to obtain 
adequate credit from other sources.

(from page 6) the mows were so 
located that the field-dried hay had to 
be used first and not until spring did the 
cows get any of the new crop. 

The biggest argument for chopped 
hay, Kenneth says, is the labor it takes 
to store it. The two brothers do most 
of the crop work. If bales had to be 
handled, they couldn't do it all. 

The pasture is mostly a meadow 
mixture of ladino, alfalfa and brome. 
There are 6 lots of 5 to 6 acres each, 
and the cattle are shifted from one to 
the other to get the maximum growth 
and the best utilization. Fertilizer is ap- 
plied every fall, usually at the rate of 
200% of 0-20-20.

A thermostatic control regulates 
ventilators for the stable, and the cows 
are not kept too warm. 

Indeed, there doesn’t seem to be 
any secret formula to making 600 Ibs 
of fat per cow. But the two brothers 
know every animal and what she is do- 
ing, so maybe the answer is two capable, 
efficient and thorough herdsmen.

During the past few years there have been a num- 
ber of chemicals, hormones and antibiotics developed 
which enable the feeder to increase the rate of gain 
and feed use efficiency of his cattle. However, none 
of these new products can do more than bring these 
profit factors up to the limit set by the hereditary 
factors within the animal. These, of course, are the 
direct result of breeding. 

Perhaps the most significant outward sign of the 
inherent ability for rate of gain and feed use efh- 
ciency is size for age.

4,083 Sheep at Ohio 


Tue greatest sheep show in 
the world was held at Ohio—4,083 
head, 16 breeds. Cheviots and Mon- 
tadales had their National breed shows 
here, and Shropshires, Hampshires, Suf- 
folks, Southdowns, Oxfords, Dorsets, 
Corriedales, Columbias, Rambouillets, B 
and C Merinos, Cotswolds, and Lincolns 
were carefully inspected with flat hand 
and sharp eye for loin and leg, skin, fleece 
and breed character. And the judges 
gave their reasons, that you might 
know what each breed is looking for. 
Finally there platform scales at 
the judge’s stand to record the weights 
of the prizewinners. The judge was al- 
ways confronted with performance. 


The dignity and attractiveness of 
farm flock-keeping was impressed upon 
the crowds by parades of beautiful floats 
featuring a queen with champion sheep 
and fleeces. Emily Holt came down from 
Marion County, showed 11 Montadales 
and then ascended the throne as a 
Montadale Queen. To make it national 
a Wisconsin girl, June Uebele, was the 
Montadale queen on alternate days. Jan- 
ice Jepsen left her perky ‘ladies’ sheep” 
at Chevy Lane Farm and reigned as the 
Cheviot Queen. Are these queens just 
pretty girls, or do they know anything 
about sheep? Janice had the champion 
Dorset ram in the 4-H Club division. 

Ohio is the one farm-flock state 
that gets in on the Make-It-Yourself- 
with-Wool contest. The tailored (no, not 
tailored, she made it herself!) tweed 
suit cut out and put together by Maxine 
Chapman of Allen County made her 
the 1956 Wool Queen. 

Not by any means was the 1956 
Ohio State Fair dominated by sheep. The 
old-time genius of Ohio farmers in fash- 
ioning whole new breeds to meet the 
demand of the day apparent in 
every class, and in the junior show. A 
Yorkshire barrow was grand champion. 

Prof. Herman Purdy came back to 
Ohio with some steers he had bred and 
fed at Pennsylvania State University and 
he flew off to Des Moines, to judge 
the Angus, not only with champion, but 
reserve champion, in all 3 breeds. He

Then they can add more new 
buildings to match the new Youth 
Center. 


lowa’s Harvest Home 


When it rained at the Iowa State 
Fair, the farmers just smiled. They 
reported corn and soybeans spotted, not 
everywhere the bumper crops that this 
peerless black soil usually turns off. 
After the drought was broken, hail- 
storms streaked across the state. 

lowa’s hog show is what you would 
expect from our greatest pork-produc- 
ing state. Even the market barrows must 
be purebred. Noticed among 260 Hamp. 
shires, the grand champion and top 
priced gilt at the Sioux Falls conference 
was junior and grand champion sow 
here. “Meadow Lark New Look” seemed 
well worth $760. The top boar came 
from Father Flannagan’s Boys’ Town in 
Nebraska. 

Dewey Jontz had out grand displays 
of Hampshires, Suffolks, Shropshires, 
Southdowns, Oxfords, Cheviots, Colum- 
bias, Corriedales and Montadales. No 
fine-wools and no long-wools, indicative 
that Iowa farmers are most interested 
in lamb production. The sheep dog trials 
enlisted everybody’s rapt attention. 

John M. Lewis & Sons brought a 
summer yearling Polled Hereford bull 
out of their alfalfa fields at Larned, 
Kans., and he was made grand cham 
pion bull in the whole National Here 
ford Show. The grand champion 
Angus bull was owned by El-Jon Farm, 
Rose Hill, la.. and Ankony Farm, Rhine 
beck, N.Y., 1,000 miles apart. 
Lynnwood Farm, Carmel, Ind., took 
every group prize in Polled Shorthorns 
and both supreme championships. 

The famed 4-H Baby Beef Show 
had more than 600 entries. Indeed the 
junior interest in this fair is so keen 
that they moved the schedule up a day 
to accommodate them. The selection, 
fitting and showing of purebred breed 
ing heifers instead of steers is an ad- 
vance in on-the-farm and _ at-the-fair 
training for farm boys and girls. No 
less than 290 heifers were shown here 
by 4-H Clubbers and Future Farmers.

No-Tail Sheep

A BREED that doesn’t re- 
quire docking is the goal of a sheep 
breeding project begun over 40 years 
at the South Dakota Experiment 
Station.

The hardiness of the No-tails and 
their ability to rustle for feed are among 
their most important traits. The ewes 
are good milkers and exceptionally good 
mothers, although not considered pro- 
lific. Lambs born as a percentage of ewes 
bred average 120; a weaned basis, 
100%.

Taillessness appears to be a com- 
plex hereditary characteristic. So far it 
remains variable. In 1954, tailless rams 
were mated to ewes that averaged near- 
ly 2 inches of tail (based on birth meas- 
urement). Their lambs averaged 11% 
inches of tail at birth, with a range 
from no tail to 5 inches, 

To further test the docking ability 
of No-tails, as well as their desirability 
in crosses with common breeds, half the 
1955 lamb crop was sired by Hamp- 
shire, Southdown, Columbia and Ram- 
bouillet rams. Lambs of these breeds 
have tails that average 642 to 8 inches 
at birth.

Monks of Dinwiddie Farm ( Montadales, 
Hampshire hogs, Herefords), Middle- 
burg, Va., represented this sheep farm- 
ers’ organization at the producers’ meet- 
ing in the Secretary of Agriculture's of- 
fice to recommend the 1957 wool in 
centive price. The 1956 incentive is 62¢, 
as you well know, the average market 
price 42¢, so $55 million is required to 
carry out Wool Act this year. By law 
this money comes from 70% of the 
duties collected since Jan. 1, 1953, just 
a little over $100 million. 

Mr. Monks stated that it is far too 
early after only one year’s trial to evalu 
ate the effect of the incentive, which is 
designed to raise our U.S. wool crop to 
300 million pounds. The 1956 shearing 
is 241,754,000 Ibs. from 27,125,000 sheep. 
Our representative asked for as large an 
incentive as the law provides, but said 
that sheep farmers would rather have a 
good support for 4 years, rather than a 
high one for 2 years and a low one for 
the next 2 years. 

The wool producing industry recom- 
mended that the incentive price for the 
1957 clip year be established at 6714 
the maximum level authorized by the 
Nat'l Wool Act of 1954. Last year we 
imported 256 million pounds of grease 
wool, in fleece and fabric.

(from page 5) you will need more breed- 
ing ewes, they were selling in early 
fall on Midwest markets as high as $20 
a cwt. for choice yearlings and down 
to $7 for medium solid-mouths. 

Wool prices appear to be in a 
creeping advance. Will price support for 
the 1957 clip be raised? Support for 
the 1956 clip at 62 cents is only slightly 


over 100° of parity. 


Milk prices will continue their 
slow rise until production turns up in 
late November. Net returns of dairy- 
men through fall and winter won't dif- 
fer much from last season. Milk and 
butterfat will be a little higher, but 
feed and labor costs also will be up. 
Dairymen culled their herds more closely 
in the past year; they have 1% fewer 


cows on hand, fewest in 27 years. 


Corn prices will be weak through 
late fall, but other feed grains may be 
steady to a little higher. All are likely 
to hold over year-ago levels. Short “free” 
stocks from the 1955 crop have sus- 
tained corn prices, but markets are being 
eased by the new crop. 

October and November probably 
will again bring an opportunity to buy 
some cheap corn, but it is not likely to 
go as low as last year. The loan of 
$1.25 a bushel on non-compliance corn 
in the Cornbelt, better returns than a 
year ago from feeding to hogs and cat- 
tle, and stronger holding because of an 
expected cut in the 1957 crop from the 
soil bank will give prices a firmer foun- 
than last fall.
